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NOTICE TO PROPERTY OWNERS 


In accordance with the statutes (New Hampshire Laws of 1907, 
Ghapter 147) you are requested to take measures to suppress the 
brown tail moth and the gipsy moth on your premises. The law 
declares these insects to be a public nuisance and orders their sup- 
pression by property owners. Suppression is enforceable by law up 
‘0 a cost of one-half of 1% of the tax valuation of the property con- 


cerned. 
Necessary measures must be completed on or before March 1. 


This notice is sent to all property owners in accordance with in- 
structions of the Division of Insect Suppression, of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


THE BROWN TAIL MOTH 


This pest is present in numbers on apple and pear trees and on 
many shade trees. Through the winter it occupies webs as big as a 
hen’s egg, attached to the tips of twigs. All such webs should be cut 
off carefully, gathered up and burned. 


THE GIPSY MOTH 


The gipsy moth is found through the winter in the form of egg- 
masses attached to the ue ee ace: stones, piazza posts, or other 
locations. Each egg-mass is ? to 13 inch long, is covered with fine 
hairs and is the color of Pai skin. Egg-masses should be painted 
with creosote. Scraping them off will not destroy them, because the 
eggs will hatch even though lying on the ground. 


OBLIGATION OF PROPERTY OWNERS 


If the insects described above are not suppressed on or before 
March 1, the duly constituted authorities have the right: to enter 
upon property and to take such measures as may be necessary. The 

sper owner will be liable for the expense in connection with such 
_a¢tion within the limits prescribed by law.

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It is gratifying to note that the average percent of at- 
tendance for Hopkinton is higher than the Staté average. 
The Emerson Hill school can boast the best record of 
attendance for the year, while the Tyler school record is 
the lowest. 

In matters of tardiness, the following schools deserve 
mention for excellent records of very few tardiness dur- 
ing the year, or for commendable improvement since the 
preceding year:

The cooperation of parents and teachers in bringing 
about this improvement is much appreciated. 

The High School record of 2 tardinesses per pupil is 
about twice as large as the average for the State. I am 
sorry to report that the present year’s record to date 
shows promise of being no better. It is the general prac- 
tice of the State Board to refuse approval to high schools 
which have an excess of three tardinesses per pupil. 

The Farrington’s Corner school has been discontinued 
this year, and the two pupils who remain in that neighbor- 
hood are being transported to the Main Road school. 


Instruction In Our Schools. 


It is difficult to deseribe clearly and briefly what gces 
on in our schools, and most parents have only a hazy 
notion of the processes of modern education. Instruction, 
however, is the thing for which we pay taxes, and as the 
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fundamental aim of the whole school system, deserves 
some space in this report. 

Reading is the first and most important subject taught 
in our schools. Recent studies by psychologists have 
shown that there are distinct differences between oral 
reading and silent reading, and that each of these pro- 
cesses Should be thoroughly taught in school. It is also 
true that the habit of moving lips (j.e., whispering the 
words) while reading silently, is a serious hindrance be- 
cause it prevents rapid reading. Teachers today give 
emphasis to correct enunciation and proper expression in 
oral reading, also to drill on meanings of words and sen- 
tences, and to training in getting the thought quickly 
from textbooks in history, geography, ete. Even an 
occasional reading lesson from the arithmetic textbooks is 
helpful, for much of the difficulty pupils have in solving 
problems can be traced to imperfect understanding of 
what they read. 

No matter how thoroughly a subject has been mastered, 
time will help one to forget it; and practice is necessary 
to keep it fresh in mind. This truth is sometimes for- 
gotten by high school teachers, who deplore the poor 
spelling arithmetic, and punctuation of their pupils but 
who have often neglected to attempt a cure. This year, 
definite time is being devoted each week to drill on these 
and other fundamental subjects. The new high school 
report card also recognizes the requirement of good usage 
in order to receive a mark higher than D. 

In the high school this year, by the addition of two 
new courses, biology and economics, greater freedom of 
choice is made possible for puipls. An after-school class 
of beginners on the violin and saxophone is building a 
cood foundation for a school orchestra in the future. The 
courses in musi¢ and art appreciation, meeting one period 
a week, are proving very much worthwhile. It is to be 
regretted that lack of space prevents the development of 
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an effective program of physical education and_ social 
activities, both of which are recognized as essential in a 
first-class high school. 

In order to assist teachers in solving their problems, a 
series of meetings for discussion and study is being held 
this year. Each teacher is invited to attend three meet- 
ings during the year. Hopkinton teachers deserve credit 
for their willingness to travel the distances necessary in 
order to attend these meetings. Another institution 
which is proving helpful to teachers is the professional 
library, circulated from the Superintendent’s office. This 
consists of recent books and magazines dealing with 
school and classroom problems. Over sixty volumes are 
now in circulation among the fifty-one teachers in the 
union. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


(1) Less Tardiness and Absence. 

The cooperation of parents is earnestly urged, that we 
may cut down even more the amount of tardiness and 
absence which we still have in some schools in Hopkin- 
ton. Since there is a possibility that we may lose the 
approval of the State for our high school, it seems 
especially necessary for our high school pupils and their 
parents to strive for a perfect record of promptness for 
the coming weeks of this year. 


(2) Correction of Visual Defects. 

Glasses may not be becoming to children, and they are 
certainly expensive; but neither the appearance nor the 
expense should stand in the way of improving our chil- 
dren’s ability to see clearly. To those parents whose 
children’s eyesight is reported to be poor, this reminder 
is addressed, in the earnest hope that they will make an 
effort to correct the defects at once. 
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(3) Eighth Grade Pupils Should Attend Junior High 
School. 

Throughout the school course, pupils derive some ad- 
vantage from being in a group with others of the same 
gerade. The competition helps interest them in their 
studies. This advantage increases as pupils grow older, 
until in the upper grades it becomes almost a necessity. 
A pupil in the eighth grade, alone in his elass, or with 
only two or three, suffers a great handicap. This fact 
has led to the establishment of junior high schools in 
many districts, and I firmly believe parents should take 
advantage of the privileges offered in our Junior High 
School at Contoocook. Unfortunately, there is not room 
to accomodate all seventh graders in the district there; 
but for pupils in the eighth grade, it is hoped that every 
one possible will be enrolled at the Junior High School 
next September. 


Conclusion. 

I am glad of this opportunity to express my apprecia- 
tion of the generous cooperation I have received during 
the past year from pupils, teachers, school board members 
and other citizens.
